Cornwall  departed  from  Austin,  Texas , anrout a to  Houston,  Texas .

Mr.  Farguaon  ia  a fra*  Ians*  nawaana  and  waa  employed 
by  ABC  on  Hovombar  24,  1963,  ae  a soundman  in  the  baaaaant  of  th* 
City  Hall.  He  waa  present  at  the  time  of  the  Lee  Harvey  Oswald 
shooting.

A a Morn  statement  was  taken  fron  Mis a Snith  and  baa  bean 
subedited  previously. 

On  December  7,  1963,  Lieutenant  Jaak  Bavin  and  Lieutenant
